T do not believe 1 was crazy,
put that T was only suffering from
paing In my head, I stayed there for
nlmost a year and learned to like the
place and the people. But they didn't
pay me anything for my work, and 1
arked the superintendent If I couldn’t
jeave. He refused to let me go, so
about & year ago I came away. [ was
employed in the dining room and aft-
er my work was done I just walked
nway. I came on foat W Astoria,

“Last Wednesday nlght after I finlsh-
od my work T decided to lenve for As-
toria, and did so, [ walked all the
way.
